Washington — Although President 


Cooiidge and Secretary Kellogg arc 
outwardly welcoming the principle of 
arbitration as set forth in' the reso- 
lution adopted by the senate foreign 
relations committee, they have little 
hope that it will accomplish anything 
for they know Mexico's attitude too 
•well. 
The Mexican authorities have 


consistently refused to make any ar 
rangements for the safeguarding of 
American Tights pending judicial de- 
termination of the law questions in 
Volved. 


The senate makes the first condition 


of arbitration that the status quo shall 
be preserved. Mexico already has giv- 
en a time limit and has required oil 
companies to comply with her laws. 
The laws therefore are in progress of 
being enforced and the Ameircan com- 
panies are seeking through Mexican 
courts to obtain injunctions to re 
strain the Mexican government from 
confiscating1 their property. 


MATTER OF PRINCIPLE 


But. the president and secretary of 


state did.not want to be .placed, in the 
position of refusing' arbitration.-- * So 


• 'they are indicating.their desire for the 
'principle. - The fact of the matter is 
that the general claims convention is 
«.n 'arbitration treaty but it does not 
provide for the preservation of rights 
while the matter-is being arbitrated. 


It is being stated on behalf of Mr. 


Coolidge at the White House that the 
issue is clearly defined, that it is a 
matter of confiscation pure and simple 
and that the United States does not 
approve of any government's policy 
which seeks to violate the spirit as 
well as the letter of a contract. The 
refusal on the part of Russia, to honoi 
contracts is responsible for the Amer- 
ican government's 
unwillingness to 


extend recognition to the soviet "c 
jrime and in the end the same sort of 
thing may be the cause of a. withdraw 
a: from Mexico of recognition already 
extended.

Cantonese 
foreign minister, in his efforts to con- 
trol the radical clement among the 
Cantonese. 


POSITION IMPROVING 


Resumption of business in Hankow 


Monday by the British bankers and 
merchants shows that 
the general 


position in the city is improving. 


The foreign office sums up the gen- 


eral situation in China as "no better 
and no worse."

As River Rises Steadily 


Cincinnati, 0.— W) —Residents of 


five states along nearly five hundred 
miles of the Ohio river viewed with 
apprehension Monday the steady rise 
of the river which has driven hun- 
derds of persons from flooded low- 
lands. 


While the water was receding some- 


what in the Pittsburg area where the 
Allegheny and Monongahel.% 
rivers 


merge to form the Ohio, with pros- 
pects that further danger of floods had 
passed there, the crest of the flood 
was moving steadily southwestward, 
with damage to Ohio, Indiana. West 
Virginia and 'Kentucky territory. 


Flood stage had been reached and 


passed in many localities, but further 
rises were predicted for the next 24 
hours as the angry waters, swollen by 
heavy rains, swept onward to the Mis- 
sissippi. 
The lower portions of a 


number of towns were under water, 
many persons were forced to the sec- 
ond stories of their homes or to seek 
shelter on higher ground, rail and au- 
tomobile traffic was hampered, water- 
supplies were endangered and consid- 
erable damage was done. 


Five days of rain in the Pittsburg 


area sent the river on its rampage j 
and early Monday the effect of the 
high water was felt as far west as 
Louisville. 
The Allegheny and Mon- 


ongahela rivers had fallen to 27.3 feet 
Sunday night, a drop of two feet 
since the morning. ;iml were steadily 
receding1, while a cessation of the rain 
and a. drop in temperatures aided in 
starting: the territory they traverse 
back to normal. 


One death was reported at East Liv- 


erpool, Ohio, where a boy was last 
seen adrift in a cance. 


POMEROY ISOLATED 


Potneroy, O.—W)—Pomeroy was iso- 


lated virtually, so far as transporta- 
tion was concerned, and business was 
suspended as the Ohio river continued 
to rise about an inch and a half an 
hour.

But at that 
time it was one of the greatest strokes of journalistic enterprise on record. 


Do you remember the more recent flight across the Atlantic by the British dirigible R-34? It was 


the first time a dirigible had flown the ''big water." The R-34 brought to NEA the first pictures 
to reach America of the signing of the Versailles peace treaty. Here another "beat" was scored. 


These arc two of the more historic examples of NEA enterprise. There have been countless others

shot at breakneck speed over treacherous mountain roads, through a severe storm, in an all-night dash 
for San Francisco. They got. there hours ahead of XEA's competition.

wires to NEA plants in Chicago. Cleveland and New York. 


Simultaneously. NEA was giving its client papers similarly sensational "scoops" on pictures of 


the Nashville flood and the Mexicali earthquake.

reported a profit of $8,540 for the

ages in that month.

slumped. 


"When the line made its profit of

riod, it was the first time it had shown 
a profit over so Ions a period.
